port without living in an institution. 
The pensioner is privileged to live in 
lis own house and buy his own food 
nd clothing, though often it i^ nec^s- 
;ary to appoint a custodian. 


Persons who are eligible to these 


>ensions, the judge explained, arc 
.hose 70 years of age or over resid- 
ng in a county which maintains the 
itate system of Old-Age Apsistance 
vho have been citizens of the Unit- 
d States for at least 15 years; who 
lave been continuous residents of 
:ho state of Wisconsin for at least 
5 years Immediately preceding the 
late of application, or who have lived 
n Wisconsin a total of 40 years at 
east five of which have immediate- 
y preceded the application; whose in- 
iome from all sources docs not ex- 
:eed $1 a day; and whose property 
•aluation does not exceed $3,000.

ON INCOME VALUE 


HAS FARM BACKING 


Plan Will Be Presented to 


Governors of 48 States at 
Chicago

3) — Supported 


by farm leaders for the last decade, 
a plan to tax real estate on its pro- 
duction value rather than its sale 
value is to bo presented to the gov- 
ernors of 48 states, meeting in Chi- 
cago June 23. 


The conference was called by the 


national taxation committee of the 
American farm 
bureau federation. 


Federal officials and tax specialists 
have been invited. 


The plan to be considered would 


upset a large part of the American 
system of taxation. Whereas taxes 
heretofore have been assessed 
on 


the capital value of property, it pro- 
poses 
to make 
the 
assessment 


against the average net production 
value. 


Under the present system prop- 


erty, that is held at a loss pays pro- 
portionate taxes with that which re- 
turns a profit. 


Efforts to obtain 
legislation per- 


mitting the 
creation of a taxation 


system based on "ability 
to pay" 


are under way in Michigan, Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Iowa, Colorado and a 
few other states. 
In most 
cases 


amendment of ths state constitution 
is required, which is a cumbersome 
nnd tedious task requiring the sup- 
port of public sentiment. 


The conference 
is expected 
to 


launch a movement to obtain from 
the federal government a rule per- 
mitting the deduction of state in- 
corrfe levies from federal 
income 


taxes, as is done in the case of in- 
heritance taxes. 


The proposal simply is that where- 


as an individual now is paying both 
a state 
and federal income tax, 


the amount of the state tax would 
be deducted from the amount of the 
federal tax. 
The result would be 


a continuation of state revenue from 
income taxes but a decided reduc- 
tion in federal, revenue. 


Behind the plan is the thought 


that it eventually would moke it pos- 
sible to shift from the general prop- 
erty tax to the income tax as the 
chief moans -of support for state and 
local governments. 


If the inheritance tax provision is 


matfe to apply to income taxes, it 
is believed that state 
governments 


will adopt the income tax more gen- 
erally, because they then will have 
no fear that industries will move 
into adjoining states where no in- 
come tax is levied.

Undoubtedly the senate will sur- 
render to the house, at least on the de- 
benture. 
This in turn will 
provoke 


fiery opposition in the 
senate to ap- 


proval of the conference report. 


The strength of the partisans of the 


senate bill is indicated, though not ac- 
curately measured, by the fact that one 
motion to revise the instructions to the 
conference committee resulted in a tie. 
There are threats of a 
filibuster 
in 


case the 
debenture is 
left out, 
and 


undoubtedly it may be expected. On 
the other hand, there will be some of 
its opponents who will be sorry 
the 


debenture provision is not left in 
the 


bill, as 
it would afford 
them 
good 


ground to vote against it and 
with- 


stand being whipped into line by party 
pressure. It is equally true that inclu- 
sion of the debenture would compel 
President Hoover to veto the bill. 


Perhaps both of these facts count in 


some degree for the popularity of this 
scheme in the upper branch of con- 
gress. The tariff bill has been so round- 
ly and soundly denounced throughout 
the country that the administration 
must be getting apprehensive about its 
political effects. Retention of the flex- 
ible provision is essential, in all likeli- 
hood, to presidential approval.

Hoover 
knows the bill is bad 
and 


ought not 1o be enacted. There can be 
no question but what he is in <Hibstan- 
tial accord with the American econo- 
mists who have condemned the mea- 
sure and asked him 
to veto it.

only on the condition thai the flexible,

gives 
him 
authority to 


change schedules by executive decree. 
Tariff making of this nature, however, 
must be viewed with 
misgiving be- 


cause in the first place it virtually 
takes the power away from congress, 
and in the second place does not neces- 
sarily contribute to scientific 
adjust- 


ment of schedules. The whole tariff sit- 
uation is a mess. 
However it is dis-

Commission's A p p e a l in 


WGY Case Dismissed for 
Lack of Jurisdiction

Washington—(CPA)—Three fed- 


eral judges, sitting as the court o£ 
appeals of the District of Columbia, 
are proclaimed the reigning dictators 
of radio by the highest tribunal in 
the land. 


The long-awaited opinion of the su- 


preme court 'of the - United States 
firmly establishes this lower court 
as the 
"super-radio 
commission", 


from which no appeal may be taken. 
The opinion settles any lingering 
doubts as to the status of this court 
and its relationship to the federal 
radio commission. 


In deciding the first case involving 


radio regulation ever to come before 
it, the supreme court dismissed for 
lack of jurisdiction the appeal of the 
commission from the court- of ap- 
peals decision in the celebrated WGY 
case. The court did not consider the 
merits of the case, but merely held1 
that the appeals' court in reviewing 
orders of the commission is acting 
as an administrative agency and that 
its decrees are in no wise 
judicial. 


Consequently, it hold that, under 
the constitution, it cannot review 
(.decisions of that lower court in ra- 
dio cases. 


DECISION EXPECTED 


Since last January, when the court 


refused to hear further oral argu- 
ments in the WGT case, it has been 
apparent the decision would establish 
the lower court as an administrative 
rather than a judicial agency in ra 
dio. 
But the actual opinion is a 


blow to the powers of the commis- 
sion in regulating radio, for any and 


"fall of its decisions may be reviewed 


'by this court on application of ag- 
grieved parties. 


""We think it plain", states the 


opinion, delivered by 
Justice Van 


Davanter, interpreting- the terms of 
Ihe radio act, "that the powers con- 
fided to the commission respecting 
tihe granting and denewal of station 
licenses are purely 
administrative 


and that the provision for appeals to 
Ike court of appeals does no more 
than make that court a superior and 
revising agency in the same field.

tive decisions of the commissioner 
of patents."

Scarlet Fever Breaks Out 


In Some Sections Of State 


.Madison—Scarlet fever has broken 


out in many sections of the 
state 


but its prevalence is not more gen- 
eral than in previous springs, ac- 
cording to the report of the Educa- 
tional Committee of the State Medi- 
cal Society. From now on, there will 
be a careful check of the spread of 
the disease owing to more favorable 
'weather conditions. 


The Medical Society's Bulletin be- 


lieves that the spread of the disease 
is due largely to the fact that many 
people do not regard the symptoms 
as serious until the 
child is ill in 


bed. 


"A child, apparently in the best of 


health previously is seized with sore 
throat and fever, very often with 
vomiting, and, in infants, convul- 
sions," declares the Medical Society's 
Bulletin. "The fever mounts rapidly, 
the skin feels unusually hot and dry 
to the touch, the tonsuo is furred, 
the throat is parched, and the face is 
flushed 
and 
somewhat 
bloated. 


Cough and running of the nose are 
usual. This stage usually lasts from 
.4 to 30 hours. 


"The rash generally appears on

It spreads rapidly, BO that by 
the evening of the second day the 
entire body may be covered. 
The 


eruption at its height has a vivid 
scarlet hue and is more marked on 
the. inner surfaces of the arms and 
legs and where joints make folds of 
the skin, as in the groins and at the 
elbows. After persisting at its sever- 
est for two or three days, the rash 
gradually fades, the fading being ac- 
companied by a progressive fall of 
the fever. With fading of the erup- 
tion and the fall of the fever, 
the 


skin looks stained and feels rough. 
Gradually its outer layers begin to 
be thrown off, the process 
usually 


beginning about the neck and chest.

prominent symptom in scarlet fever. 
This is present in various grades and 
may vary from redness of the hard

In certain epidemics, 


particularly in schools, this type of 
the disease may predominate. On the 
other hand, the- symptoms may be so 
severe that the patient, overwhelmed 
by the poison of the disease, 
may 


die within 24 to 36 hours, with high 
fever, great restlessness, 
delirium, 


and convulsions. 


"Scarlet fever is distinguished by 


the variety and severity of its com- 
plications, which may develop 
in 


cases apparently mild at the out- 
set. The most common of these are 
inflammation of the 
kidneys,
